Colorado, where he was a den¬ 
tist, Dr. Trtanj noted that where 
fluoride has been present in a 
natural . state in the ' water, a 
small percentage of tooth decay 
Is found. 

In a clinical study, he added, 
,lt was shown that of the more 
!than 1000 soldiers who came 
from areas in which natural fluo¬ 
ride was present, only 10% had 
signs of tooth decay. 

He said that the Army den¬ 
tists had ordered a retest be 
made of the tooth conditions of 
the soldiers since they couldn’t 
believe results of original check¬ 
ups. The second check reflected 
the findings of the first tests. 

During .his talk, the dentist 
distributed pamphlets prepared 
by the American Dental Associ¬ 
ation which refuted claims of 
fluoridation critics. 

When asked what the per cap¬ 
ita cost of fluoridation would be 
if placed in a municipal water 
system, Dr. Trtanj said it would 
not exceed the cost of having one 
tooth extracted. 

In another segment of his talk, 
he showed color slides of dental 
diseases and corrective measures 
to be taken, and stressed the im¬ 
portance of choosing the right 
toothbrush. He said all tooth¬ 
pastes and powders are consid¬ 
ered a good preventative meas-

Climate For Business Firms At 
Issue In State Tax Proposals 

A proposed tenfold increase in the Illinois 
corporate franchise tax. which would make it the 
highest in the nation, raises the question of whether 
corporations are paying their fair share of the 
state's tax burden. 

In seeking the answer, consideration must be 
given to corporations' total tax load, which includes 
personal property, utility, insurance and other 
taxes. It is a fact that they pay a larger share of 
taxes in Illinois than in such states as New York 
and Pennsylvania, even though these same two 
states have been cited as proving just the contrary. 
Part of the reaa ion for the misunderstanding is that 
firms’ personal property is taxed in this state but 
not in the other two. 

Corporations pay 67% of all personal prop¬ 
erty taxes in Illinois. Whether this is “fair''—too 

much or too little-depends upon one's point of 

view, but in the public interest it should be pointed 
out that businesses’ proportion of all taxes is 
greater in only a few states, such as Michigan, 
which has been notable in recent years for its loss 
of industry, rising unemployment and state gov¬ 
ernment financial woes. 

Boosting the franchise tax, already higher 
than in 20 states, would appear somewhat un¬ 
sound, since the method of applying it has no con¬ 
nection with a firm's worth or earnings. Other 
Illinois taxing proposals aimed at businesses include 
imposing a tax on corporate net income or singling 
out a segment or type of business activity as a 
source of additional state revenue. 

Although Gov. Kerner and House Speaker 
Powell recently have revised downward their esti¬ 
mates of Illinois' financial needs, it is likely that 
some taxes will be added and some will be borne 
by corporations. But whatever action is taken 
should not use as its basis the erroneous impres¬ 
sion that low taxes ore being imposed now. com¬ 
pared to other states. 

Nor should there be any confusion over the 
fact that higher business taxes affect ail Illinoisans, 
through their impact on the state's attractiveness 
for industrial locations and expansions, and the re¬ 
lated climate for encouraging or discouraging era- 
plpyment and proauction.

Local School Products Helped Earn 
Area’s Second State Basketball Title 

It hardly seems 21 years ago. but it was in 
1940 that Granite City high school captured the 
state basketball championship. Now, all-conquering 
Collinsville has brought the Southwestern Illinois 
Conference its second state title in the tournament's 
54-year history. 

Full credit is due the Collinsville school sys¬ 
tem and citizenry, for the entire community has 
been basketball minded for years. Yet we cannot 
resist noting that two of the key varsity players, 
Fred Riddle and Bob Simpson, are products of lo¬ 
cal schools, having transferred to Collinsville from 
Madison high school. Before the transfer, in 1959, 
Madison's Trojans came within a game of a fourth 
place or better finish at Champaign. 

We hope we are pardoned also for noting 
that two of Collinsville's nine post-season victories 
—-the 84-75 game with Madison and 55-45 con¬ 
test with Granite City—proved closer and more in¬ 
teresting than any of the final three tests against 
teams from the north. 

Boys Outdone By Girls In 
Motoring Safety Record 

“The performance of male drivers between 
the ages of 1 6 and 25 stinks." 

This is the conclusion of an insurance execu¬ 
tive, speaking on behalf of the Illinois casualty in¬ 
surance jndustry. who notes that "girls in this age 
group have it all over them on driving records. 
While accidents and sudden death force insurance 
rates for young male drivers toward the wild blue 
yonder, girls of the same age have quietly compiled 
a safety rate equal to adult drivers." 

Although boy teenage drivers have the quick 
reflexes and skills to be the best drivers in the 
world, they are the worst and their safety record 
is still dropping. Paul Powel said in an address this 
month. He added that his indictment of youthful 
males was directed at them as '"a statistical class 
rather than as individuals, since many are careful, 
responsible and level-headed drivers. 

The record cited as appalling shows that driv¬ 
ers under 25 were in 4,750,000 accidents in the 
last complete year of record and were at the wheel 
in 12,400 crashes in which one or more persons 
died. Accounting for I 8% of the nation's licensed 
drivers, they were involved in 27% of all acci¬ 
dents and 28% of those in which a death oc¬ 
curred. Costing insurance firms $127 for every 
$ I 00 in premiums, they are forcing liability insur¬ 
ance rates upward. 

"A boy isn't a man until he can handle cars,” 
Ppwel says, "and boys aren't handling them prop¬ 
erly although they have the know-how to do so." 
With 8400 young people dying in traffic mishaps 
yearly, perhaps safety competition might be an an¬ 
swer. Surely boys will not want to be outdone by 
girls in the real test of driving performance—safe 
arrival at the destination.
